Letter From 


Poland 


A letter has been received 
from 8. -G. Lucanonyh, former 
resident of Richmond, now with 
a contracting firm in Poland. 
by Richmond lodge, Knights of 
Pythias, of which he was for- 
merly a member. This com- 
munication, which gives a gen- 
eral first-hand idea of the pres- 
ent day conditions in Poland, 
follows: 

Czestochowa, Poland. 
Dear Friends and Brothers: 

“I suppose it is about time 
to drop you a line. Some of 
you will be surprised that I 
am far away in Poland. 

“Poland as a country, 
beautifal and level” place, but 
the conditions here are bad. 
Sanitary conditions are unheard 
of, water is not fit to drink. 
During the three months since 
I arrived here, I have never 
touched a glass of svater, noth- 
ing,.but beer. The milk must 
be boiled. 

~ “The company I am with has 

a@ contract with the Polish goy- 
‘ernment to build: water works, 
‘sewers, reservOirs and market 
places in four cities, Lubin. 
Random, Prtokon and Czesto- 
ehowa. It will take three or 
four years to finish the. work: 

“The laborng classes afe very 
slow and are using primitive 
tools. We were compelled to 
cable:to America to have shov- 
els sent over here as the tools 
in this country will hold only 
a teaspoonful. There are no 
wheel barrows and we must get 
them from German Silesia and 
other places. 

“The. carpenters are using 
axes. for hammers. No claw 
hammers can be found in all 
Poland. It would take a whole 
book for me to tell how these 
people are not advanced. 

“The Polish people are very 
timid, but good mannered. Pov- 
‘erty is everywhere. In my 26 
years absence I have found that 
Europe has not changed a bit 
It is the same old thing, “sel- 
fishness.” The pople here do 
not want to see others live. 
Jealousy and hyprocricy are go- 
ing on ali over Europe. I was 
much disappointed to see Bur- 
ope in such a state and I am 
mighty glat that I can call my- 
self an -American and live as 
one. We are ‘getting soaked 
right and left by the natives. 

“In this town there stands an 
old church, about’ 600 years old- 
and it is quite historical. Gus- 
tav Adolph, King ‘of Sweden, 
about 300 years ago, after oc- 
cupying Crestochowa with 125,-

000 men,- fought very hard ‘to- 


Occupy this church. In _ this 
church were only 200 monks and 
they put up a tremendous bat- 
tle and defense, and Gustav 
Adtoph was compelled to re- 
treat. Sincé then this church 
has become one of the famous 
shrines in Eastern Europe. Pil- 
srims are flocking here from 
all over the world by the thous- 
ands and this church has 
enough money to pay the debt 
of Poland and not feel it. 

“The Germans were here for 
three years as the Army of 
Occupation. The ex-emperor of 
Germany and his general staff 
were housed at this church and 
he. made proclamation to his 
troops that. nothing should be 
stolen or taken from the church 
as. it belongs to all the world: 
‘“I will be mighty glad to 
hear from some one once in a 
While. My family will be com- 
ing over next summer, but just 
for a three months visit.
